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FUMES KILL LOCAL COUPLE 


36 Saved as Plane Plunges in East River 
Fog - Shrouded 
New York City 
Scene of Crash 


Radar-Controlled 
Aircraft Plunges 
Out of Control 


NEW YORK — (AP) — A 


Northeast airliner dived out 
of heavy fog and crashed to- 
day into the East river in the 
middle of New York City. All 
36 aboard, 33 passengers and 
three crewmen, were saved. 


The big, sllver-and-blue plane, 


inbound from Boston, roared down 
out of the murky skies over the 
Bronx, and dived with a great 
splash into the water, a half mile 
short of LaGuardia field. 


Passengers, some cut and all 


of them suffering shock, scram- 
bled out and huddled on a jutting 
wing tip or thrashed about in the 
water as a dozen rescue craft 
swarmed to the scene. 


Only Two 'Serious' 


Survivors were carried to an 


improvised emergency hospital at 
a Queens pier. Fifteen of them 
were taken later to hospitals, but 
only two were reported in serious 
condition. 


The plane sank immediately to 


the nine-foot rocky bottom, leaving 
only a wingtip and part of the tail 
above water. The river is much 
deeper a short distance away. 


Aviation 
authorities 
said the 


plane was being guided by ground 
radar to the field, but when the 
craft was a little over three miles 
away, the plane image was lost on 
the radar screen. 


Captain Leaves Last 


When relocated, the plane was 


in the river, near a point where it 
forms a juncture with three metro- 
politan boroughs. 


The plane's pilot. 
Capt. Al 


Marsh, of Boston, was the last to 
leave the wrecked craft. 


Those removed from the fast- 


sinking craft were taken to a 
Queens pier and given emergency 
treatment or put in ambulances. 
Most were said to be suffering 
from shock. 


The plane was reported heading 


for runway 22 at LaGuardia field, 
southeast of the scene of the crash. 
At Portland, Me., an NEA spokes- 
man said the flight left Boston at 
6:45 a.m. (CST) and was due at 
LaGuardia at 7:52 a.m. (CST). 


Sinks Swiftly 


Witnesses on Riker's island, a

Truman Will Buck Opposition 
To Name Vatican Ambassador 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—President Truman Iws definitely decided 


to buck widespread opposition and nominate a U- S. ambassador to 
the Vatican. But he has withdrawn the name of Gen. Mark W. Clark 
for the post. 


A terse 45-word White House 


announcement last 
night 
said 


Clark's name was 
being 
with- 


drawn at the general's 
request, 


and added: 


"The president plans to the sub- 


mit another nomination at a.later 
time." 


Sources close 
to

House emphasized that Mr. Tru- 
man's granting of Clark's request 
not to involve him in the contro- 
versy was not a first step in a 
nove to drop the whole idea. 


No One In Mind 


But they said they did not know 


who Mr. Truman might have in 
nind for nomination as the first 
full-fledged U. S. ambassador ever 
sent to the Vatican, scat of the 
Catholic church in Rome. 


They said they weren't sure 


that Mr. Truman himself knew 
at this time. 
In any event it is 


not likely to be another military 
man because of the extra com- 
>lication of requiring special leg- 
slation to enable him to retain 
his military status while serving 
n a diplomatic post. 


Protestants Objects 


Clark's appointment, announced 


ust a few hours before congress 
adjourned last October, drew fire 
rom both 
Protestant 
churches 


and congress members. 
Catho- 


lics generally approved. 


Gen Clark said the widespread 


religious critimism is what in- 
fluenced him to ask Mr. Truman 
not to renominate him. 


"The controversy that has de- 


veloped has impelled me to ask 
the White House to withdraw my 
name," he said through an aide at 
Fort Monroe, Va., last night. 


He made no other comment ex- 


cept to say that "The statement 
from the White House just about 
covers the situation." 


Some Opposition 


It is almost certain that who- 


ever is named by Mr. Truman to 
the Rome post will face the same 
opposition Clark did. 
The criti- 


cism was almost entirely against 
the policy of sending an ambassa- 
dor to the Vatican.

of 


Clark, personally. It is also like- 
ly that Mr. Truman will consult 
with his congressional leaders be- 
forehand the next mtlemfwypppp 
forehand the next time. 


Senator Tom Connally (D-Tcx), 


chairman of the senate foreign 
relations committee, said Satur- 
day he would oppose Gen. Clark 
or "anyone else" as U. S. ambas- 
sador to the Vatican. He had no 
comment on the latest develop- 
ment.

he government next year adds up 
o about a 15 billion dollar deficit, 
fficials said today. 
That would be two to three 
mcs bigger than any red ink 
peration since World War II. It 
robably would swell the national 
ebt close to or above the present

threats to press freedom within their individual countries. 


The flow of news between countries, with any criticisms 


as to distortion or general quality, will come under the eyes 
of officials of the various world press associations.

cial start with a $270,000 grant from the Ford and Rocke- 
feller foundations for expenses the first three years. All it 
has to do now is turn in a record of sustained accomplish- 
ment.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


X-Ray, Radium Are Power 
In Fight Against Cancer 


Mrs. F. aste for an article on 


the subject of treating cancer with 
the X-ray method followed by 
radium treatments, and says, "Is 
this method considered as effect- 
ive as an operation?" 


In order to answer this ques- 


tion it is necessary to start with 
a brief discussion of cancer as a 
disease. Cancer is a condition in' 
which certain cells of the body 
start to grow wild. 


The body is made up of many 


different kinds of cells which ordi- 
narily, in the normal person, grow 
normally and maintain a balanced 
relationship with the other cells. 


Sometimes, for reasons which 


our research workers are still 
seeking, some of these cells start 
to divide and divide and multiply, 
forming what is known as a can- 
cerous tumor. 


Cells of these tumors may be of 


several different kinds, and may 
appear in several parts of the body 
and grow at different rates of 
speed. 


CHECK GROWTHS AT OXCE 


At present, the problem of treat- 


ing cancer is to identify these 
cancerous growths as soon as pos- 
sible after 
they have started. 


When this can be done soon, after 
the cancer tumor has developed, 
removal of the tumor and all of 
the abnormal cells is generally thi 
treatment of choice. 


X-rays and radium are used 


sometimes after an operation in 
order to try to destroy any can- 
cerous cells which rnay have been 
missed. 


They arc sometimes used to de- 


stroy cancerous cells in regions 
which cannot be satisfactorily ap- 
proached in order to remove the 
bad cells by surgery. 


X-rays and radium are power- 


ful agents in the battle against 
cancer, but they have to be used 
with care so that in so far as pos- 
sible they will destroy only the 
cancer cells and as few of the nor- 
mal cells as possible.

When to Take Discard Pile 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"The player at your right dis- 


cards a card that you can meld," 
states a San Francisco correspond- 
ent. "Under what circumstances is 
it wise for you to draw from the 
stock pile instead of taking the 
discard pile?" 


It is very oficn the right play 


when the discard pile contains only 
four or six cards. It is usually the 
right play when the discard pile 
contains only two cards. 


Notice the even numbers. If you 


have picked up the discard pile 
last, it will contain four cards 
when it comes around to you 
again. If your partner has picked 
up the discard pile last, it will 
contain two cards when it comes 
to you for the first time, and six 
cards when it comes to you the 
next time. 


In general, you refuse to take 


the discard pile only when your 
side is in such control of the situ- 
ation that you expect to get it 
later on anyhow. This means that 
you or your partner has taken the 
pile last. 


It is quite different if the oppo- 


nents have picked up the pile last. 
Then yotl are eager to get even a 
small number of cards so as to meld 
and either compete for the pile or 
meld out quickly. This means that 
you would pick up a discard pile of 
three,' five, or seven cards. You 
might even pick up a discard pile 
of only one card. 


These principles apply only when 


at least one side has melded. At 
the very beginning of a hand, be- 
fore cither side has melded, you 
are seldom interested in a discard 
pile of only one or two cards. But 
you are interested as soon as that 
pile contains four or more cards. 
After all, a first pile of four cards 
may allow you to make the initial 
meld and still retain ten or eleven 
cards in your hand. 


It almost never is wise to pass 


up a diseaid pile of eight or more 
cards. A possible exception occurs 
.vhon both opponents are down to 
only three or four cards and are

A Visit to Chief of Tactical Air Force in Europe Recalls '< 


Some West Point Memories for Pegler

PARIS—The chief of the tactical air forces of the allied powers 


in Europe is a tall, reedy young man of 45, with a thick strand of 
sandy-to-reddish hair and not a gray one showing and three stars 
on the shoulders of his dressy blue suit. He was Cadet Larry Nor- 
stad when our paths first crossed at West Point in the' late 'twenties. 


That was in the time of Christian Cagle, an unfortunate boy 


from Louisiana who had absolutely no belly for anything they had tf 
offer up the river except the football. Finally, when 
little Red had given his all, he was politely let out 
just before June week, the graduation time, be-' 
cause he had quietly married the one and only on 
his Christmas leave in Louisiana. 
He had broken 


an old rule which says a cadet shall have no horse, 
dog, moustache, nor wife. 
West Point-had good 


football teams in those days and a team of pub- 
licity officers and a team of sport writers to travel 
with the club. Sometimes the corps of cadets went 
along in a shocking departure from the old mon- 
astic tradition which, in Pershing's time on the 
plain, forbade even smoking. After the first war, "w^IhT 
some cadet on home leave somewhere off the seaboard, had been 
mistaken for a letter-carrier and the campaign began to advertise 
and endear the military academy and the corps of cadets to the 
American people. In another version, the cadet was mistaken for a 
Confederate soldier. 


I realize' that a man of 45 is a citizen with full responsibility. 


He can carry matches, buy beer at the bar and hang for murder. 
In common with many others, I have a mental picture of elderly 
men which goes with the rank of lieutenant-general. Men such as 
Robert Lee Bullard and Hunter Liggett.

Englishman, "is that he was 
Jirown from a donkey at the age 
if four— and landed on his head." 


Then he grinned at our startled 


expressions and went on to ex- 
Jlam himself: 


"I'm not suggesting there is 


inythmg wrong with the old boy's 


now. Far from it. But you 


ran always count on him to do 
the unexpected, just as he was 
iomg when he was four. 


"So I'd go easy, if I were you 


:haps, on forecasting what he's 
likely to tell your congress when he 
addresses it next Thursday. He 
may surprise you. He may sur- 
prise even himself." 


One of the reporters around the 


table, an American, nodded. 


"Like before D-day in the late 


war," he said. "Churchill, you 
know, was dead set against an 
invasion of the south of France. 
Fought it at the Quebec confer- 
ence and kept right on fighting it. 


Gives His V-Sign 


"Well, we did push into south- 


ern France, and who should turn 
up on the deck of a destroyer off- 
shore, giving his V-sign, cheering 
the boys on — but good old Wm- 


We mulled that one lor a while. 


Then the Englishman said: 


"He's one of the few great men 


this century has seen. No doubt 
about that. But he can act like 
a spoiled child on occasion. 


"At one of the Big Three con- 


ferences during the war — Yalta, 
It must have been, and he's told 
this story himself — Churchill 
stormed out of a party because 
iStalin and Molotov were pulling 
his leg over the question of what 
to do with Germany. 


Russians Sooth Him 


"The Russians went after him, 


clapped him on the back and said 
what amounted to, 'Rats, old boy, 
come back and have a nip. We 
were only playing.' They had the 
devil of a time convincing him." 


"Great kidders, those Rubsians," 


said one of the Americans, sourly. 


"Churchill, though," a n o t h e r 


said, "has a priceless sense of 
humor himself. It's a dry, delib- 
erately nonsensical kind of humor 
—more American than British. 
Yet he adds his own John Bull 
touch to it. 


"Back in 1943 he visited Niagara 


Falls and a young reporter asked 
how he liked it. Churchill said 
he's seen the falls long before 
the 
reporter 
was 
born—back 


around 1900, as I remember. 


"' Well/ Ihe kid said, 'have they 


changed much?" 


"Churchill looked as if he were 


deliberating. Then he said, with 
that chuckle of his: 


• The principle seems the same. 


The water still 
keeps 
falling 


over.'" 


"Goes on and On" 


The visiting Englishman laugh- 


ed. 


"Like Winston himself," he said. 


"Keeps going on and on, though 
not with water. 


"In '42, at the end of his con- 


ferences in Moscow, Stalm pro- 
posed that they adjourn to his 
quarters in' the Kremlin for a 
touch of something. It was mid- 
evening, 
but 
Churchill 
tootled 


nght along in spite of the fact 
that he had to be up at dawn for 
the flight back to London. 


'I heard it from a chap who 


was in Moscow at the time—at 3 
a.m. they were still at it. Churchill 
never did get to bed. He took off 
an hour later. Stalin probably 
slept all the next day. 


"Clever chaps, those Russians. 


But they "never.put our Winston 
under the table."

Four city policemen and two 


county officials stood by at to- 
night's service, when 2,000 crowd- 
ed into the Beaver Street Baptist 
church to hear Rev. Hodges give 
his promised answer to the threats 


He called the anonymous callers 


"yellow livcrcd devils who don't 
have the nerve to show their 
hides " 


Asked if he thought the calls 


nvoie likely came fiom a crank or 
someone seriously thieatenmg him, 
Rev. 
Hodges said he couldn't tell 


but he has- a feeling it might be 
someone connected with Commu- 
nism.
